SHOWN IN GENERAL 
CONDIT|IMOFCR0PS 

TolMMo Crop Over Federal Uesene 
OMrlrt Is Lafiv_pni^ 
Is a Bumper. 

The Monthly Buaineaa Review of the 
Cleveland Federal Reserve Bank ia- 
■ued Wedneaday aaya: 

There has been a marked improve- 
ment In growing crops since July 1, 
especially oats, corn, potatoes and iiay. 
Corn, barley, spring wheat, and buck- 
wheat are well above the ten-year av- 
erage, while oats, rye, and poutoea 
are only slightly below. ^ 

Threahtng of wheat is much later 
than U8ual,bnt is now well advanced. 
Many farmers are rushing their grain 
to market, but the advice of th, |.\irni 
Bureau heads Is to store the grain 
rather than accept the low price of- 
fered. • 

The corn crop shows an improved 
condition from one month ago and th« 
-estimated production is now 7,000.000 
bushels above the ten-year average. 
NotwlthsUndlng below normal tem- 
peratures, favorable weather has kept 
corn growing and unless caught by an 
early frost it will prove a bumper 
crop. 

While the oat crop waa plaiiied un- 
usually late, weather conditions imve 
been especially favorable and the crop 
will run approximately lO.oiMi.nou 
bushels in excess of that of last year. 
The quality of the grain la reported as 
e.KceHent. ^ ^ 

The toliai i ci crop generally through- 
out the district was planted late and 
has not nmde the progreoa hoped for. 
It Is said that there will probebly be 
a large amount of the so-called dark 
tobacco, while the lighter Burley leaf 
will probably be short. ' , 

It is esinialed that the apj.le crop in 
Ohio will run 10'^ million bushels 
compared to less than 3,000,000 last 
year Peaches show a 90 per cent, 
condition on August 1 aa compared 
with 16 per cent a year ago. It la 
estimated that the Ottawa-Sandusky 
district will ship 400.noii iiusii.ds. of 
which 50 per cent will he KIbertas. and 
will commence to move from Septem- 
ber 1 lo 1.1

Marlon, 0. (Special.)— Senator War- j 
ron Ci. U.Trdliii.', I!(piil)llcan nominee 
for I'resldent, In a si)cech delivered to 
a delegation from Iiidlaim wlilcli called 
on him here to pledge the support of 
Indiana Republicans, declared that 
twice President Wilson bad an oppor- 
tunity to obtain ratification of the 
League of Nations covenant and that 
be put ratification aside because be 
would not accept reservatloas designed 
solely to safeguard American rigbta. 
Senator Harding said: 

"I greet you in a spirit of rejoicing; 
ajot a rejoicing In tbe narrow personal 
or partisan sense, not In tbe gratifying 
Respects of party triumph ; not in tlie 
contemplation of abundance in tbe 
harreat fields and ripening corn fields 
and maturing orchards; not In the re- 
assuring approach of stability after a 
period of wiggling and wobbling which 
magnified our uncertainty — though all 
of these are ample for our wide re- 
joicing— but I rejoice that America Is 
still free and independent and hi a po- 
sition of self-rellanco and holds to the 
right of self-dctcmilnatlon, which are 
priceless possessions in tbe present 
turbulence of the world. 

"Let lis suppose the Boiiate had rat- 
ified the pi'uoe Irc.ity containing tbe 
league covenant as submitted to It by 
the president In .luly of last year, 
what would be the situation confront- 
ing our colVimon country today? To 
my mind there Is but one answer. Be- 
fore tills day we would hare been 
.called u[iun te fulfil tbe obligations 
which we had assumed under Article 
10 of tbe league covenant, to preserve 
tbe territorial integrity of Poland 'as 
against external aggression.' 

Sympathy for Poland. 

"1 Bhall not now attempt to meas- 
ure the boundless sympathy for the 
Just aspirations and restored Independ- 
ence of Poland. Our present concern 
Is the international situation which 
Poland baa brought to our attention. 

"The council of tbe League of Na- 
tions would have reasoned, and rea- 
soned eorrectlXi Jiwt tbe United States 
conld famish Ine mnnitions and, If 
nefMSaary, the men to withatand tbe 
bordes advancing from Basata far 
more easily than oould tbe eihanated 
oatioos of Burope. Iforeever, Inaa- 
nracKu this would be the first test 



wenld have nsialned that Judgment 
"The eondoaleb that our country 
might now be confronted by such a 
situation. It the senate had ratified 
tbe league covenant, requires no 
stretch of tbe Imagination. None can 
deny that It is possible. To many 
candid minds, as to my own, such a 
distressing situation will seem high- 
ly probable. Let us assume that the 
rntlHcatlon had taken place. Let us 
assume, furllier, that the performance 
of the alloted task required the wag- 
ing of war upon the Russian peopli>. 
as, of course, It would, what would 
result ; what would of necessity have 
to result? Nothing necessarily, we 
ari> Kllhly Informed, since only the 
CouKress can dei'lare war, and the 
Congress might reject the appeal of 
the executive. But would the Congress 
do that? Could the Congress do that 
Without staining Indelibly tbe honor 
•f the nation? 

Answer Is "No." 
"I answer 'No,' and I say It not on 
niy own auUiorlty alone. Rack of my 
Judgment stands the rrosldent of tlit 
United States. Upon that point then- 
Is first-hand Information. In the course 
of the discussion which took place nt 
the meeting of the President and the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Rela 
tlons I raised the question by statlne 
a hypothetical case precisely analogous 
to that which I have depicted, and then 
Inquired whether we might not right- 
fully be regarded as a perfidious pee- 
pie If we should fall to conlrlljiiie im 
armed force, If called upon to do so. 
The President llrst replied, as 1 
I thoiiglit somewhat evasively, thiil we 
'would bu our own Judges as to wlielli 
I er we were obliged In those drcuiii- 
1 stances to act In that way or noL 
I Pressed further, however, In response 
tn a query incorporating the assump- 
tion that 'the case provided fbr and 
prescribed had arisen' and that tbe 
extraneous attack did «lst precisely 
as it does exist today In Poland,' tbe 
President admitted specflcally that 'we 
would be untrue If we did not keep onr 
word.' 

"Beplying farther to a question 
which perhaps I ought not to have 
considered necessary, the President 
pronounced' a moral onligatlon 'of 
course, superior to a legal obligation' 
and of 'a greater binding force.' 

"What, then, becomes of the argu 
ment that Congress, not the President, 
In this Instance at any rate, might 
'keep us out of warT Technically, of 
course, It could do so. Morally, with 
equal certainty, it could not do so noi 
would It ever do so. The American 
people would never permit a repudia- 
tion of a debt of honor. 

"Am I not right, my countrymen. 
In saying that we needed only the 
outbreak of war between Poland and 
Itiissia to make us realize at lenst 
one of the things which, In tbe words 
of Secretary Lansing, we would have 
been 'let In for,' but for tbe restrain- 
ing hand of tbe senate, and to fetch 
heme to us the danger of commit- 
ting our country In a4raaM to causes 
that we know not ofT . 
Not Our Purpose. 
"One can have no quarrel with those 
who have fonvlnced themselves that 
our underlying purpose In entering the 
great conflict was to create a league 
of nations. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that no such intent was offldalty 
acclaimed, no allusion, nor even a aog- 
gestlon to that effect appeared In tbe 
joint resolution of Congress which de- 
clared the exlstenoe of a state ct war 
between this country and Qermany 
For myaeU I left ne room (er doubt 
of tbe motivee which led' ne to cast 
my vete tti faver e( that rsaolntlon 
It so happened that I made the con 
eluding qteeeh tipw the war Maole- 
tlon, from my place -In tbe senate, en 
tbe night of April 4, 1917. These were 
my own words at that time: 

"'I want It known to the people of 
my state and to the nation that I am 
voting for war tonight for tlie main- 
tenance ef just American rights, which 
Is tbe first essential to the preserve 



that weuld he ; but a war that speaks 
fer tbe majesty of a people properly 
governed, who finally are brought te 
the crucial test where they are re- 
solved to pet together and wage a con- 
flict for the maintenance of their 
riglits iiii'l the preservation of the 
covenant inherited from thetr fathers. 

"We have given to the world the 
speclucle of a great nation that could 
make war witbont selflSh Intent We 
unsheathed tbe sword seme eighteen 
years ago for tbe first time la the his- 
tory of the world, hi the aaiu ef hu- 
manity, and we gave proof to the 
world at that time of aa anselflsb ns- 
tio& New, whether it Is the fate, er 
fortune, er travail of destiny, It has 
come to ns to unsheathe the sword 
ii^'nln, not alone for humanity's sake — 
through that splendid Inspiration will 
be Involved— but to unsheathe tho 
sword against a great power In the 
maintenance of the rights of tlie re- 
public. In the maintenance which will 
(live to us a new guaranty of nation- 
ality. That's the great thing, and I 
want It known, Mr President and sen- 
ators, that this Is the Impelling thought 
with nir for one, when I east my vote.' 
For Same Guaranty Today. 
"It Is for that same 'guaranty of na- 
tionality' that I staud today, and shall 
continue to stand Inflexibly, so long 
as 1 shall be permitted to live. The 
Independence of our great republic Is 
to me a priceless and sacred Inheri- 
tance. Time was when an .-Xmerlcnn 
(lid nut hi'sllati! to proclaim himself n 
(miiiot. To do so now, I nm well 
aware, Is sometimes to Invite the 
sneers of cyrjiclsm. But why should 
any true .\iiierlcan not be free to say: 
■I am a patriot, wboUy evoted to my 
country, which I bold to be God's best 
inspiration to manj,for higher attain- 
ment and the promotion of. the world's 
best civilisation f 

"But I have a special reason for 
making this reference today. I chal- 
lenge tbe statement that tbe patriot- 
ism which holds AmeAca first com- 
prehends either narrownea or selfish- 
ness, or aa implying tacit sasplden and 
Jealousy of other peoples. 

"To assert, as some have asserted 
heedlessly, that those of us who honest- 
ly hclleve that America can best 
serve ell mankind as America, free 
and untrnninieled, ratlier than as one 
In a pitiable minority among jnany 
states In merged world government, 
lack consciousness of the riglilfui de 
mands of humanity, Is to utter a gross 
and niipardonahle libel. To attribute 
meniiiiess to tlmse of us who, In the 
performance of our i)uhlli' duly, r\' 
fused to participate In what we sin- 
cerely regarded as a lietrayul of our 
own country In the Interest of others, 
Is to discredit the Intelligence and 
discrimination of the great mass of 
American paople who directly, by 
their votes, put us in our positions ef 
trust. For myself, I yield to no man 
In willingness, aye. In eagerness, to 
render the greatest cencelvable assist- 

un<e to the stricken peoples of Ku- 
rope. I liicliiile all of them and 
speak with a giiiiilnely ayiiipallietic 
heart, whether It Is to inenllnii de 
vastaled Friiiice, or sorely tried itiily, 
or nobly sinis;;ling I'uhiiid, or dls 
IriK'ted and mist;uUled Itussla, or gal- 
lant little Belgium, or pitiably deceived 
.\ustrla, or the ruthless Invader, Uer- 
iiKiiiy, which came to the supreme 
tragedy through a leadership wbldi 
brought disaster to her misguided peo- 
ple. 

"It was with tbst feeling of sym- 
pathy and desire to serve, that most 
reluctantly and with grave m(sglvlngs, 
aa I announced at tbe time, I with 
reservations designed to preserve our 
essential liberty of action. Tbe rec- 
ord la made, and under tbe same con- 
ditions, confronted by tbe same alter- 
native, I should vote now as I voted 



Conditions Hsve Changed. 

"Bnt tbe conditions hava changed. 
Experience baa brought enlighten' 
mont. We know now that the league 

crnstltuied at Versailles Is utterly Iro 
potent as a preventive of wars. It Is 

so obviously. Iiupoleut that it liiis not 
even been tried. The original league 
mistakenly conceived and uiircMsun 
ably Insisted upon, has uudoubtedly 
passed bej'ond tbe possibility of r 



toratlen. The matnrsr iadgaiaat"1f 
tbe werid wttl be that It dee em d to 
p«|B tor tl)a feqr staple -teaaea tlHit, 
contrery to all of the teadeneiaa devel- 
oped by the dvlUslng proeeeeea of tbe 
world, it rested upon tbe power of 
might not of right. 

"The assertion Is made frequently 
that through the surrender of our na- 
tionality we might have saved the life 
of tbe covenant— that Is to say, that, 
although twenty-eight nut Ions could 
not make It function, one added to the 
twenty-eight would have iioiileved a 
glowliiK success, provided, always, that 
the one were America. 

"Tills pays to .\inerlca the tribute 
of exceptional Infliienoc, but I suggest 
tiiat If the world is dependent ujion our 
action to bring about the siipreiiii' real- 
ization, then we ought to have the say 
about our own freedom In participat- 
ing therein. But let us consider what 
Is meant by this reliance upon Ameri- 
ca. What can it aignlfy if not that 
It is to tbe United SUtss, and to the 
United States alone, that the other 
twenty-eight natlona look for the bone 
and sinew, the money, the munltlona 
and the mon to auataln the entire o^ 
ganlsatlon, not aa an agency of peace, 
but u an armed forcef 

A Telling Admission. 
"A few days ago a delegation of an 
organization which cfills Itself a So 
clety for tbe Prevention of War ap 
pealed to the premier of Great Britain 
to unite and use tbe powers of the 
world In defense of Poland, Armenia 
and the Dardanelles. The British pre- 
mier replied, according to bis remarks 
quoted by the newspapers, to the ef- 
fect that, while the formation of 'an 
internatloonl army' would be 'an Ideal 
solution,' It could not be accomplish- 
ed because the Kuropcan nations could 
not furnish the troops and the I'nited 
States had 'withdrawn from co-opern- 
ilcin'- n pi.lllr and diplomatle plinise 
and more exactly meaning, of course, 
that the senato of the Uiillcd States 
had not completed the partial obliga- 
tion ussiiined by the President to do 
that very thing— tlnil Is, to 'furnish the 
troops.' Could a clearer Indication of 
what would have been expected of this 
country us a member of the league be 
desired? Hardly. Some, too, think, or 
say they think, that this extraordinary 
service should be rendered. I do not 
agree with them, but assuming that 
they are right I venture to note Uiat 
nothing stands In the way of perform- 
niK-e. Tbe President hu only to call 
upon Congress to dedare war, and to 
csiifer upon him spedfle anthority to 
raise armies for the protection of tbe 
powers which, thout^ recently ssso 
dated with, are still foreign to our 
own republic. 

"It Is reasonably safe to assume, 
however, that the President will not 
pursue this course. Fortunately, he 
is under no 'compelling moral obliga- 
tion' under the league to de so. His 
recent unhappy experience, moreover, 
In asking Congress to send American 
boys to piillce Armenia would liardly 
encourage repetition »f a request al- 
ready courteously but quite llrinly de- 
clined by the Congress. What then, In 
like circumstances, would he the an- 
swer of the British premier himself? 
In his own words, addressing a meet- 
ing of the Cealltloii Liberals on An- 
tntst 12 last, according te the press 
reports, he said: , 
"'When the terrible question ef 
peace or war has to be dedded, otir 
first duty as a' government la te the 
people, who trust us not to commit 
their treasure to any onjuatlflable ad- 
venture. Nothing bnt the most Impera- 
tive call of national boner, national 
safety and national freedom can Jus- 
tify war. Before this country is com- 
mitted to It, even In tbe most limited 
form, we must be satisfied that these 
are In peril.' 

"I quote these telling words, my 
countrymen, with the utmost satisfac- 
llon, because with one amendment 
they express to a nicety my own posi- 
tion. I lake for granted that the 
prime minister meant to Include In 
'treasure' tlie grcMte^i treasure of all, 
bnt, for myself, 1 siu/uld leave noth- 
ing to be Infern Ml Fun inoKt and above 
all else to Iw safeguarded liv those 
of u» who liiild the inist of the peo- 
ple. It goi's « 'III. Mil -^a.vlng, but cannot 
be loo often repL'iili'd. is the manhood 

of the naiiuu.

This 
statement Is made In all solemnity, 
with enmity for none and friendship 
for all If It particularly apjilles to 
Mexl™, the application has been di- 
rected by the robliery and nniider of 
hundreds of our own people In thai 
unhappy country who were lawfully 
there and were entitled to protection. 
One must admit that these outrages 
upon Americans are largely tbe conse- 
qneuces of the wiggling and wobbling,

This makes vastly easier tlie task 
of so strengtbenlng Tbe Hague tribu- 
nal as to render Its Just decrees either 
acceptable or enforceable. It Is not 
uncommon for the advocates of the 
league of Tersallies to contrast nh- 
favorably The Hague tribunal upon 
the ground that ttie tribunal taclts 
teedi.' 

Lotfa Install the Teeth, 
■^ery well, tben. let's put teeth ln> 
to it It In the failed league of Ve^ 
sallies, there can be fotmd machinery 
which the tribnnal can use properly 
and advantageously, by all means let 
It be appropriated. I would even go 
further. I would take and combine all 
that Is good and excise all that Is 
bad from both organizations.

It comprehends substantially what I 
would propose to do If elected presi- 
dent I do not mean precisely that. It

I spedflc suggestions er to attempt to 
pass open suggestions nAw. What is 
In my mind is the wisdom of calling 
into real conference the ablest and 
most eipertenced ralnda of this coun- 
ty, from whatever walks ol Ute they 
may be derived and witnont regard to 
party afflllatlen, to formulate a defi- 
nite, practical plan along tbe lines al- 
ready Indicated for the consideration 
of the cnntrolllng foreign powers. 

"The objection, strongly uttered In 
some quarters, that this course would 
Involve the reconvening of the entire 
convention may be regarded as a very 
sllgiit one. Tbe acceptance of our 
proposals by the few principal nations 
would undoubtedly be followed 
promptly by tho acceptance on the 
part of the minor members of the al- 
liance 

"Tliere would be no material delay. 
One lun not disrejiard the leadership 
or bave any doubt about the Infiuenoe 
of llie prln<lpHl allied and assoclafed 
powers. Insofar as I could do so, with- 
out disregarding the proprieties, I 
shoidd give very earnest and practirnl- 
ly undivided attention to tlils very 
vital subject from tbe day of my elec- 
tion and I should ask others to do 
likewise as a matter of public and 
patriotic doty. Indeed, I abonld hope 
to have behind me, after tbe decision 
on the national referendum, we are 
soon to have, a country wholly united 
in earnest endeavor to achieve a true 
solution of this problem upon which 
the futiy-e civilisation so •largely do- 
penda 

Already Announeed. 
"1 have airehdy announced that I 
shall urgf prompt passage of the res- 
olution, vetoed by tbe president, de- 
claring at an end the preposterous con- 
dition of technical war when we are 
actually at peace. Simultaneously, I 
shall naturally advise the resumption 
by the Congress of Its exceptional 
powers, which have been vested by war 
legislation In the executive. I have no 
expectation whatever nf finding It 
ueiessnry or Hilvlsable to negotiate a 
sepiirale peai'e with (iormuny. 

"In view of the simple fact that (he 
allleil [lowers with whom we were iis- 
soclHlod In the war have already for- 
mally concluded their peace, the piis- 
sage of the peace resolution by con- 
gress would merely give formal rccog- 
niliuu to an obvious fact. 

Our Unsalflshnese Emphasized. 
"Let us take stock for a moment of 
America in Uie world, aye. and of 
.America at home. The end of the war 
found our unseiflshuess eaiphasUed to 
all mankind, and the garlands of 
world leadership were bestowed from 
every direction. Wo had only to follow 
tbe path of Ameitca, rejoicing in the 
loherltfnce whicb led to our eminence, 
t«i rtvet the gaxe of all peoples upon 
oimr standards of national righteousness 
ahd our conception of intentional 
Justice. Moreover, the world wu ready 
to give na its confidence. It waa the 
beckoning opportunity of the centuries, 
not for the ' glorification of the iiew 
worid republic, bnt for America tot liol^ 
every outpost of advanfink dVUbatleo 
and Invite all pfitl^a tp Join Ow fn^ 
ther advanw. t^ heights dreamed of, 
bji^t ^.evfi; approached before.
